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PREFACE 

The  engravings  on  the  following  pages  were  ex- 
tracted from  eighteenth-  and  nineteenth-century  edi- 
tions of  Bunyan ' s  works  by  an  English  collector  of 
prints,  who,  in  my  judgment,  lacked  "bibliographical" 
wisdom.   I  purchased  the  lot  from  a  London  bookseller 
about  thirty  years  ago  and  reprint  it  now  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  invite  studies  in  a  neglected  area — -the 
pictorial  representation  of  the  great  allegories. 
The  appeal  to  the  eye  as  well  as  to  the  imagination 
is  understandable  during  those  centuries  that  con- 
tinued to  be  interested  in  the  emblem  tradition  of 
the  Renaissance — in  those  picture  books  of  moral  in- 
struction.  Because  my  collection,  doubtless,  repre- 
sents only  a  sampling  of  the  engraver's  contribution 
to  the  Bunyan  cultus,  I  submit  it  with  diffidence.
